THE CITY IS DENSE DARKNESS 


Tlie Penitentiary Unroofed and the 


State Insane Asylum Badly 


Wrecked. 


Lirn.it ROCK, October 2.—A terrible 


cyt:lone struck thia city tonight, devast- 
ating Uie business portion. Several per- 
sons are known to have been killed and 
many injured. The business houses are 
in mint. The state penitentiary wafl 
attack with fearful force, destroying the 
ehops atablea, unroofing the eel! build- 
ings, injuring many convicts and killing 
one. The streets are filled with tin 
roof a, electric wires and other wreckage. 
The city is in. dense darkness. People 
Hie searching for their relatives among 
the ruins. The insane asylum was 
blown down and many patients injured. 
A number of lunatics escaped, but sev- 
eral were afterwards recaptur&l. 


The damage to property ia at least 


$1,000,000. When the penitentiary was 
unroofed a stampede took place among 
the convicta, bat the guards quelled 
tlie riot. Fortunately 500 convicta had 
been taken to a plantation a few days 
ago. The Insane asylum was badly 
wrecked. The main buildings were 
demolished, destroying everything in- 
side. It is not known yet how many 
inmates were killed or injured, as many 
are buried in the ruins. One of the 
medical staff was killed. The city is in 
•«reat confusion and disorder.

It was band- 
ed out, ana the driver was ordered to 
proceed. lie obeyed with alacrity, and 
lie passengers escaped molestation. It 
s rumored the box contained valuable 
reasure.

lie drove the fint stage out of Yreka 
nearly forty yean ago, and this was hia 
first experience with road agents. A 
posse Is in pursuit of the highwayman.

The pair went to 
Jtucago, Mabel performing in an illu- 
ion and "living pictures" at the 
Vorld's Fair. Then they came to Cali- 
ornia, and Mabel worked at the Mid- 
winter Fair as a gum girl, and as the 
aerial lady who floated through apace 
in an illusion. Edwards managed his 
wife's finances. She subsequently per- 
ormed in several dance halls in this 
ity and a few weeks ago left with her 
tuaband for Portland, Or. 


A Smoker Jumps the 'Track Near 


a Draw Bridge. 


OAKLAND, October 2.—As the local 


train on the narrow gauge railroad was 
approaching the Webster-street draw- 
bridge about 6.30 this evening the hist 
car, which was the smoker, jumped the 
track. The engineer attempted to stop 
tbe train, but before be was able to do 
so the forward part of the train was on 
the draw, and the smoking car being 
dragged over the ties. The coupling 
broke just as the car reached the bridge, 
and it rolled down tbe bank into the 
•water. 
Nearly 
all 
the 
passengers 


jumped from the car before it went over 
jind a dozen or more were severely 
bruised. Only two persons went down 
with the car. They were also injured, 
one of them, J. C. Wilson of San Fran- 
•cisco, having his nose broken and re- 
ceiving internal Injuries. Both passen- 
gers were taken from the car. There 
iv ere between sixty and seventy per- 
suns in the car when the accident oc- 
curred. It is not thought that any one 
waa fatally injured. A somewhat sim- 
ilar accident occurred at tbe same place 
four years ago, in which thirteen people 
.lost their lives. 


Fifteen passengers were in the car 


which left the track and fell into the 
water at the side of the roadbed. A 
majority got out safely. P. J. Kiley, 
ticket agent at the local agency of the 
Denver and Rio Grande was killed. 
Captain J. O. Watson of this city was 
baJly hurt. Several passengers were 
bruised and otherwise badly injured. 


It is not known how the accident oc- 


curred. The railroad officials are keep- 
ing the facts secret. There ™as appar- 
ently nothing the matter 
with • the 


track. The rear truck first left the 
rails, so it is thought there was some- 
thing wrong with the car. 


Long Litigation Ended.

years of strife and twenty-seven years of

ornia producers and the New York and 
Ibicago fruit brokers, has been broken 
nri the yield of the San Joaquin valley 
is being rapidly shipped eastward. The 
raisin combine refused to sell this year's 
rop except In California, intending to 
orce eastern buyers to come to Call- 
ornia and make their purchases. The 
astern dealers refused to do this and 
here waa a deadlock. Raisins were 
tored at Fresno until tbe warehouses 
ecaine overcrowded, when the combine 
iscovered it. could, store .its nrpductin 
lie east as cheaply as in Cauiorma. 
Accordingly raisma are being shipped 
to central points like Kansas City, St. 
Louis, Chicago. Philadelphia and New 
York. The product will be held at 
bese points to await call for it when it 
will be marketed by the combine. Fifty- 
even carloads have left for New York 
nd many more will speedily follow. 
Up to September 30th, the following 
hipments of California fruits to eastern 
ointe were: Raisins, 280 carloads; 
ther dried frnits, including prunes, 
100 carloads; deciduous green fruits, 
500 carloadb; canned frnits and vege- 
tables, 1000 carloads.

Much Suffering Reported by Re- 


turning Prospectors. 


SAX DIEGO, October 3.—Jose Garcia, 


a peddler who has just returned from 
the Cocojiah country with Cuirino Cos- 
ilio, a half-breed, and Frank Cota, a 
Mexican, tails of finding on the desert 
below the national boundary of the 
body of an American who had died of 
thirst. There was no means of identify- 
ing the remains save that contained in 
the clothing and a piece of an envelope 
or paper sack, addressed "Jas. Mi»re, 
Paymaster A. T. & Santa Fe, Topeka, 
K.AS.." Garcia's party was three dayi 
without water, suffering untold hard- 
ship, but afterwards afforded relief to 
Margarita Engulo and Felipe Moreno, 
two Mexicans and an American, sup- 
posed to have been Fred Waasou of this 
city. Engulo was insane from thirst, 
but all recovered. On the return trip 
the trail of another wanderer'was dis- 
covered, and indications led the party 
to believe that he had fallen a victim to 
the desert, as hovering vultures and 
coyotes howling up a canyon among the 
hills afforded good ground for suspicion. 
Much suffering is reported on the des- 
ert by the returning prospectors. The 
water is poor, and there in but little 
of it.

The Lubin Proposition Approved

have directed their ingenuity toward an 
effective application of thia wealth of 
air, bnt without satisfactory results. 
Cases of suspended animation come un- 
der their noiice every day. Men am 
rescued from the water after a hard bat- 
tle with tho waves, their lump filled with 
water, the life's action suspended. Iu 
the majority of instances restoration of 
animation cannot be effected. The lungs 
may be emptied of the water; the life 
giving air, so abundant, is at hand—and 
if it could only be forced into theorgana 
and respiration started life could be re- 
newed. Physicians' efforts to solve the 
problem have been unceasing, but. says 
Dr. Do Baun, misdirected. 


Wheii a man is rescued from the wa- 


ter, tho first thing done is to empty the 
lungs of water by rolling him on a bar- 
rel or lifting him from the ground head 
downward. Then he is laid on hia 
back, the arms raised to expand tha 
lungs and a ryhtlimic contraction and 
expansion of the chest walls effected by 
alterunto pressure and relaxation. Some- 
times tho forcing process has been kept 
up for honra with ultimate success, but 
considering tho possibilities recognized 
ID artificial respiration tho results have 
been far from encouraging. 


Dr. Do Bauu lias worked on an entire- 


ly new line, and tho result of his eiperi- 
inents and observation is a method of 
internal respiration, which, he claims, 
cannot possibly fail. His attention waa 
first directed to the subject by ft case of 
suspended animation in a newly born 
child. It has been the practice in snch 
cases to force nir into tho lungs of the 
infant by breathing into its mouth and 
then contracting the lungs by pressure 
upon the chest. But this has been found 
not only intensely disagreeable, but high- 
ly inefficient. 


Dr. Da Bauu decided to try a new e±- 


pedient. He passed a small rubber tube 
through the nose of the infant and down 
into the throat. Closing tho month, he 
forced air through the tube from a rub- 
ber Img, inflating the Inngs; then, releas- 
ing the pressure from the mouth, found, 
us expected, that the elasticity of the 
muscles of the chest caused immediate 
contraction of the lungs, forming a com- 
plete respiration. This was kept up for 
45 minutes, when natural respiratiou 
had been restored, and a life had been 
saved. Since then Dr. DeBaon has per- 
fected this hastily improvised apparatus 
and finds that animation may be often

Tho secretary of the Spanish 
embassy, as chancellor of tlie order, read 
tho royal commission creating the duko 
a knight, and tho august ceremony wns 
also attended by the Dnko of Saxo-Co- 
bnrg-Gotha and the Due d'Atimalo as 
laiighis of the order, and by tho Span- 
ish ambassador and the Earl of Kimbcr- 
ley, her majesty's secretary of state for 
foreign affiura.

Iu.tho 
latter case tho lungs must first be emp- 
tied. Tho apparatus weighs but a few 
ounces. It is not patented, as Dr. De 
Batra is a strict observer of medical eth- 
ics, which declare that the discoveries 
of a physician belong to tho world. Ha 
is treasurer of the state board of medical 
examiners of New Jersey and has in- 
vented several valuable surgical instru- 
ments and devices.—New Yort "World.

men would go right on grasping every- 
thing iii sight, while many men woulc 
have little to show in the way of worldly 
possessions. 


In other words, halfway measures are 


totally unavailing to dam up the cur- 
eut of individual enterprise, and with- 
out absolute prohibition,editors and stil 
more objectionable millionaires wil 
continue to profit by tbe labor of others 
and pile up their millions to be difialpatei 
in riotoua living by purse-proud wives 
and profligate offspring. 


To return briefly to the atatemen 


made by the Sun, it gives us pleasure 
to note that the female Mackay person 
feeds from a dinner service which cos 
(190,000. That means that the lady 
has some real nice dishes, and tha 
some other people have nearly $200,000 
of the Mackay money.

Is He a Stepson of William 


Woottou? 


HIS IMPORTANT DOCUMENTS 


Mystery Sarroandiof His Mother's 


Husband— Life of Adventure 


ami Hardship. 


From Ttnrwlay'i Daily. 


The man who appeared in Freeuo a 


few days aeo, claiming to be the step sou 
of the late William Woottou, was seen 
last night by a REITBUCAS reporter. 
He had been confined to his bed with 
fever in an up town lodging bouse, and 
is still sick though able to be about, 
Ills name IB Alfred W. Brooks, and he 
baa spent most of his life on the i 
and is now 50 yean old. The story of 
his life an he tells it is full of adventurea 
both by aea and land, for he has been a 
soldier as well as a sailor, and has 
fought in New Zealand, Chile and Cuba. 
His prevent home is in Loa Angeles, 
where he has a wife and two step chil- 
dren. He flays ho is very poor and 
works at anything thatpresents itself. 


He was born at Wanatoad, Essex 


county, England. His father was killed 
at the siege of Sebaetopol fh Russia in 
1854, and left a wife and two sons, and 
a valuable estate. Soon after his father's 
death, Brooks left home at the age of 10 
years, and went on board a ship, and 
never saw his mother bat once after- 
wards, and that when ho waa a man, 
and only for a few hours. She had mar- 
ried William Woottou, a coachman. 
Mr. Brooks never saw hie step father, 
and thinks he had then came to Amer- 
ica, and BO far as the stepson was con- 
cerned he never knew much about 
Woottou, except that ha drew money 
from his wife's estate, and ehe made 
provision for him as long as he should 
live. 
lu 1859 Brooks deserted from the 


ship and entered the New Zealand wax. 
In one of the expeditions there he was 
given up for lost, and word reached his 
home that he had been shot. However, 
he escaped, and for six years drifted 
about among th& South Sea islands, 
visiting India, Australia and various 
other countries. In 1867 he weut to 
Chile and fought for the government on 
board the warship Meta Ora. From 
there he went to France with a cargo of 
guiano, and then it was that he visited 
his old home and did not receive a wel- 
come. 


lie went to the Bermudas, from there 


to Cuba, and was soon a prisoner of war, 
and was condemned to be shot. There 
was a civil was in Cuba at that time. 
He escaped by the aid of some English- 
men, and fled from Cuba on hoard a 
fihip loaded with fruit bound for New 
York. The ship was wrecked on an 
island and the crew remained there for 
a_ lone time. 
Brooks finally reached 


JKew York, and concluded to try a new 
line of action. lie went to the Black 
Hills at the lime of the gold excitement, 
but waa driven out by the Indiana just 
before the Ouster massacre. 


About this time he came to California 


and shipped again as a sailor, and had 
many other adventures in 
distant 


places. 


In 1883 his mother died and left a 


will, by which she left her husband, 
"William Wooten, all her property while 
lie lived. He was to draw the interest 
on it, but was not to touch the princi- 
pal. At the death of William Wootton 
the estate was to go to her two sons, 
Alfred W. Brooke and his brother, who 
is now, and has been for twenty-five 
veara, a i police inspector hi London. 
Alfred W. Brooks has this will with 
him. The property consists of thirty 
eharea in the Punjab railway in India 
and shares in the Freehold Building So- 
ciety, London. 


As to the-claim of A. W. Brooka.be 


is not certain whether William Woot- 
ton, late of this county, was his step- 
father or not. At any rate, if he was 
his stepfather, Brooks claims none of 
the estate in this county. What he 
does claim la his mother's estate In 
England and India, which wan left to 
William Wootton daring his lifetime, 
and after his death was to go to Mrs.

THREE CHECKS FORGED 


THE HANDIWOBK OF A YOUNG 


SWINDLER. 


He was Modest in the Amounts 


Tint Bold in the 


A. successful but very clumsy forger}' 


came to light it this city yesterday. At 
ieaat three spurious checks on the 
Fresno National Bank were passed, and 
there may be more yet to be diacovered. 
The person but not the name of the 
forger is known. He has not yet been 
apprehended, and no one' knows what 
baa become of him. He is evidently 
not a professional forger or he would do 
ilia work in a more artistic manner. 
However, he succeeded in collecting 
money on his checks,- and that in as 
much aa the most perf *ct forgers in the 
world can do. 


Some days ago a young man, ap- 


parently between the years of 21 and 24, 
called at the office of Frank H. Short 
and represented himself as a student of 
the law, and that he had lately been 
employed in some clerical capacity hi 
the district attorney's office in River- 
side or Los Angeles. He was broke, aud 
he would like very much to eet some 
sort of work to .do by which he could 
earn a few dollars to get something to 
eat, and incidentally to help him on 
his way to San Francisco, where he 
hoped to meet with better success than 
waa attending him for the present. 


Mr. Short had no special use for him, 


but in order to help along a young man 
who seemed deserving of help, he set 
him to work indexing some'new books 
lately received, and agreed to give him 
to for the job. The offer was accepted, 
and the yonng man went to work, and 
appeared familiar with the interior of a 
law office. 


When hia job was about one quarter 
lone, and when he had collected nearly 
iialf of the pay he was to receive for it, 
tie announced his Intention of quitting 
arid returning to his people at River- 
side. He said they had sent for him. 


He had stayed with his job probably 
11 he had gained the information 


wanted. He had no doubt discovered 
;he bank where Mr. Short does his 
banking, and had also obtained a sam- 
ple of his signature, which waa easy 
enough to do in the office. 


He procured blank checks, and made 


out three of them, if not more, signing 
VIr. Short's name to them, and passed 
ihem, each at a different saloon. • The 
checks were small, two for fa each and 
one for $4.50. On this last one he ob- 
tained only $1. He borrowed that much 
and left the check as security. One of 
;he checks ran the gauntlet at the 
Fresno Loan and Savings bank without 
the forgery being detected. 


The signature was not a good imita- 


tion of Mr. Short's. In one respect it 
was like it. There was plenty of ink 
used, but the forms of the letters were 
by no means well copied. The writer 
did not seem to try to imitate exactly. 
A rough effort suited him. 


The forger is described as tall and 


slender, of dark complexion, tolerably 
well dressed, and there was an effort 
noticeable to use correct language, 
which he did not know how to use. He 
did not leave any name that anybody 
remembers, but he said he was a 
nephew of Barkley Henley of San Fran- 
cisco. The check he passed to J. P. 
Noble was in favor of J. R. Dunn; the 
one passed to Ii. 13. Larsen was in favor 
of B. R. Sellon. The third check was 
passed in a saloon on J street.

tho exchange. To designate them by 
their long winded titles in the course of 
tho day's business would be absolutely 
impossible; heuco tho abbreviations, 
Eorno of which are facetious, and to the 
oainitiated meaningless. The Stock Ex- 
change list contains tho names of 76 
different stocks, for almost all of which 
there are characteristic abbreviations. 


For instance, when bnyiug and sell- 


ing or giving orders to clerks over tele 
phones, brokers cannot fake time to re- 
peat snob, a long name as Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific. 
They simply my 


"Rocky," or "R. L" 
Another long 


drawn out.uame is that of tbo Richmond 
and West Point Terminal Railway and 
Warehouse company, which is boiled 
down, in brokers' parlance to "R. T. 
Columbus, Hocking Valley and Toledo 
Railroad company is corrupted into 
"Shocking Valley," -whileGeneral Elec- 
tric oompany is spoken of u "General 
EJeo." "Pede" is much quicker and 
easier said than Penria. Becatnr and 
Evansville, yet the former means the 
latter. 


Some of the other stocks which haro 


had their names trimmed down to suit 
tho convenience or fancy of Wall street 
are the American Sugar Refining com 
pany, which is called "Sngar;" Chica- 
go Gas Trust company, "Gas," and 
Chicago, Burlington aud Qniuoy rail- 
road, ' 'Burlington. *' The preferred atcok 
of the Northern Padno Railroad com- 
pany ia known as "Nipper." Toledo, 
Ann Arbor and North Michigan is eas- 
ily handled as "Tan." United States 
Rubber company's stock is facetiously 
called "Rubber Balls" on account of 
the violent manner in which the stock 
bounded up and down when it was first 
put on tho market. 


The stock of tho Missouri Pacific rail- 


road, thefavorite property of the Goulds, 
is known to'Wall street as "Mop." 
"Tommy Dodd" was tho namo by 
which the stock of the Toledo, Delplias 
and Burlington Railroad company was 
known to brokers in Wall street for 
years. But little is heard of it now. 
But almost every one has heard of 
"Nickel Plato" in connection with a 
railroad, bnt comparatively few know 
that tho title is simply tho brokers' 
nioknamo of the New York, Cliicago 
and St Locis railroad. The namo orig- 
inated when the road was constructed, 
everything connrcted with it being of 
tho best aud "all nickel plated," as 
the saying went theu. "Thu Big Four" 
is tho common title of tho Chicago, 
Ciuuiuuati, Columbus and St Louis rail- 
road by reason of tho four big cities 
which the road ^connects. "U. P." is 
used for Union Pacific and "Erie" in 
place of Now York, Lake Erie and West- 
ern Railroad company. 


Tho stock of the National Lead com- 


pany is spoken of as "Lead," and at 
times, when, the price of tho stock is de- 
clining or n't a standstill, 'brokers aad 
speculators tell each other that "lead is 
heavy," much to tho mystification of 
the greenhorn, who never beard of lead 
being other than heavy. 


"Whisky," (sometimes "whiskera, 


•which ia the IfrplrBFH' ^flTO0 fo^ tho stock 
of the Distilling and Cattle Feeding 
company, Is another term which has 
often caused both fan and trouble. 
Some time ago a well known broker, iu 
writing to a customer who is a total 
abatinanoe advocate, spoke of "that 
whisky you got from m& " The broker 
meant a block of thuitockof tbe Distill 
Ing and Cattle Feeding company-which 
he had sold to the customer, bet in tho 
letter he used the street term of "wbis- 
ky." 


The customer's wife, who is also 


strict on the tetnporanoo platform, got 
hold of the letter. After giving her bet- 
ter half a curtain lecture uu the evil of 
intemperance madam hied herself to tha 
broker's office in Broad street, and 
shaking the letter in hie face demanded 
in tho presence of the office employees 
what ho meant by giving her husband 
whisky and leading hjn> to become 
drunkard. 


"Telegraph" is tho Wall street alias 


of Western Union Telegraph company's 
stock, as is "Cordage," or "Twine," 
of tho stock of the National .Cordage 
company. "D. and H." means the Del- 
aware and Hudson Canal company; "St. 
Paul," or "Paul," tbe Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St Paul, and "K T.," or 
"Kitty," the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas railroad. 


The Stock Exchange is more com- 


monly termed "Tbe Board" by the 
brokers, and tbe condition of the stock 
market they also designate in their own 
manner. Tho market may be either 
lively, strong, steady, feverish, tired or 
sick. . The bottom may bo knocked out 
of it, or it may bo, dead. The term 
"lamb" was applied' to the man with 
more money than knowledge of the 
ways of the stock market who went in- 
to Wall street" to speculate. Ho was al- 
most always Invariably shorn of all be 
had, but of late years the genuine Iamb 
baa been an unknown quantity in the 
street—New York World.

I have before me some figures 


prepared by John L.Hayes, secretary 
of the National Wool Growers'associa- 
tion, in 1888, just before he died.

To begin 
with, according to Mr. Oator, we should 
abolish all state and local governments. 
Thia ia certainly a eomewtiat startling 
proposition, and might be considered as 
reform enough ior one day, even for the 
Populists, but this is apparently only a 
beginning. Then, as even the PopulisU 
have not yet got BO far aa to-claim that 
we cau uo without Kovernment alto- 
gether, Mr. Cator proposes that all 
power shall centralize at the capital. 
Congress. and the state legislatures are 
to be abolished at one fell swoop, and 
the government of the country to be 
placed in the handa of an "administra- 
tive council." 
To most people thia 


would look like a backward step rather 
than an advance iu the direction of free 
government, but this ia not by any 
means all of Mr. Cator'B plan. It ia 
a good- deal more radical than it ap- 
peara from what we have already 
itated about it.

toward night, and when the hour for 
the formation of the cluba at their head 
quarters arrived, overcoata, umbrellas 
and rubbers were in great demand. The 
Park baud headed the procession, such 
as it was, on the way to Armory Hall. 


Dr. Maupin called the meeting to 


order. The hall was then about two- 
thirde fall, the gallery being deserted 
One lady eat, in solitary dignity, aa the 
exponent of equal suffrage. The men 
retained their overcoata, and one or two 
of the older ones slouched their hata 
over their ears to keep out the draught. 
The majority of the committee men 
wore badges, appropriately printed, ant 
considerable fun was had wiien Chair- 
man Knobloch of the Populist central 
committee was decorated with one o:

E, D. Edwards WAS introduced as

Personally he ia a 


short, stocky little man, with a good 
face, clear cut, expressive of firmness 
aud decibkm, During the day the hoys 
extracted considerable fun by introduc- 
ing Pat Monaghan to rural Democrats 
as tho great Maguire, to whom. Pat 
bears considerable resemblance, facially 
;it least. 


The reputation of Mr. Maguire as a 


speaker had preceeded him, but few had 
come prepared for such a wholesale 
handling and massing of statistics as 
they were treated to. 
Merely as a 


mncmonicfll effort Maguire's ppeech was 
a remarkable one, for he used no notes 
of any description, yet was never at 
fault for a figure or a date. He has a 
strong, clear voice, and his articulation 
is as instinct aa his delivery is easy. 
LikeEvarts, the great New Yorker, he 
18 greatly addicted to periods, and like 
Evarts aeain, he never loaea track of hia 
subject in the maze of relative clauses. 
If a fault could be fouiid with Mr. Ma- 
guirc'e speech (outside of ite democracy) 
it was that it was longer than Fresno's 
audiences are accustomed to. Mr. Ma- 
guire eays, however, that he oiice spoke 
at San Diego for five hours. ThoBO who 
heard him last night will readily con- 
ceive that be could do' it. lie was as 
fresh at the close as when he coi 
menced.

Seven Persons Hurt in a Train 


Wreck Near Delano. 


At 6'o'clock this morning, near Del- 


ano, the passenger train which should 
arrive here at 8.45 a.m. ran into a bro- 
ken switch, and two Pullman cara were 
thrown from the track and several per- 
sons in them were bruised and injured, 
but none are considered fatally hurt. 


The accident is not considered the

Jjy 
some means, but just how is not known, 
the switch at a siding was broken, and 
the train ran into it before thp danger 
was eeen. 


Perhaps the switch broke while ihe

sengers were nearly all in bed, and they 
were thrown violently about. The cars 
were not much broken. 


There were seven persons in; all in- 


Edward Cold well, 
the Pullman conductor, was hurt in the 
side and back.

Fresno, and is at the Hughes under the 
care of Dr. W. T. Manpin. Robert 
Widney had his collar bone broken. S. 

Two 
porters were hart, and a man and a 
•woman, neither of whose names could 
be learned, complete the list of injured, 
88 far AS reported. 


A wrecking train went down from 


Fresno to clear the track, bat about all 
the work was done before it reached the 
scene. 
The injured persons, except 


Conductor Coldwell were taken to San 
Francisco. Dr. J. L. Maupin accom- 
panied them Borne distance on the way, 
and returned to Fresnoon the 5.20 train 
last evening.

PRACTICAL PHOTOGRAPHY WITHOUT 


LIGHT OR LENS. 


f«*or IB tk* Lclaud Stanford, Jr., Dal- 
vcntty. 


Clerk Maxwell'* electro magnetic the- 


sry of light received striking confirms 
lion seven or eight years ago when Hein- 
Hch Hertz performed a number of ex- 


iia&iibs ia which electrical wares were 


made to imitate the conduct of light 
waves in several particulars. This gifted 
investigator, now connected with the 
University of Bonn, concentrated tho 
rays to a focus with a parabolic mirror. 
Refraction as well as reflection was ac- 
complished. Electricity, proceeding in 
straight Iines,was diverted from itscimrse 
by a prism of pitch. The phenomena of 
Interference aud polarization were also 
reproduced. 


It ifl now announced that a photograph 


has been taken by using electricity in- 
stead of light, and if this story is true 
then additional evidence will have been 
afforded as to tho kinship of these two 
forces or forms of force, Hertz, it will 
be observed, only showed that the elec- 
trical radiance conformed to mechanical 
laws which are known to control life, 
but photography introduces the element 
of chemical action, BO that thia later 
achievement, if it proves to be all'that it 
seems, is one of the most remarkable 
revelations of our day. 


Professor Fernando Snnford, who 


claims to have attained this wonderful 
result and who gives some account of it 
to the San Francisco Examiner, occupied 
the chair of physics in Leland Stanford, 
Jr., university and is one of the young- 
est members of the faculty of 'that insti- 
tution. As the atory appears over his 
own signature, and ho intimates that he 
has repeated the experiment several 
;imes, there is little room for doubt as to 
;he genuineness of the occurrence (Jo- 
Bcribed. Professor Sanford obtained hia 
picture in the durk without even n lens 
n the following manner: 
It is well known that when two brass 


rods connected with the aides of the bat- 


or placed in 'tho secondary circuit 


of an induction coil are brought close 
enough together a spark will fly from 
me to the other. If to each rod, a short 
listance from the knobs iu which they 
:crminate, a copper wire 1» attached and 
lie two wires bo led off to suitable metal 
ilates placed facing each other, but not 
mite touching, an electrical oscillation 
will occur between the plates whenever 
:hero is a discharge between the knobs, 
tfow, Professor Sauford substituted ;i 
coin, theohjpct to bo photographed, for 
mo of tlio pliitea of such a pair, and laid 
fc faco downward upon a thin sheet of 
mica,.which in tarn rested on His sensi- 
ive gelatin film of a glass photographic 
plate.

Tinfoil was arranged on tho other side

This com- 
imatiuu. was now placed between two 


,rda and left in tlio dark for an hour, 


during which time a series of sparka 
were flying from one loiob to the other 
if tha disnharger ucross an interval of 
me-sixtesuth of an inch, tljwn devel- 
oping Iii» sensitive plate Professor Sau- 
"ord had au image of his coin- -that is, 
if the portions in relief on that sida 
vhich was in contact with the mica. 
Flic Examiner prints a copy of the pic- 
urc, a positive, which shows the Liberty 
lead, date, inscription "B Pluribus 
Tnum," circle of stars and raised edge 
a white on a, dark background. 
Professor Sanford does not enter into 


a discussion of tho theories involved, but 
he mentions that the tinfoil was not only 
of tho same efzo as tho coin (a silver dol- 
ar); but; placed directly, opposite. Ap- 
(arehtly electro magnetic" waves flowed 
rom th« coin to the tiiifoil, hat preftfr- 
ne tlio Hhortest route- radiated mainly 
r exclusively from . the raised jjart of 
he dollar. They seem to hare proceeded 
n Etnuglit lines too; otherwise the chem- 
cal action on the film would not have 
jeen confined so accurately to regions 
irectly opposite the pattern.

From Tuesday's Dili?. 


Further complicatione have been add- 


ed to the settlement of the estate of 
Wiiliaui Wootton, who disappeared 
eight months ago leaving an estate val- 
ued at from $35,000 to $50,000. Today 
a straneer appeared in Fresno and be- 
gan to inquire into the estate of Woot- 
ton, and upon being <iuestkmed he 
stated that lie was a claimant and had 
come here to look after his mother's in- 
terests, who, as he explained, was the 
wife of Wootton. This man said thai 
hia name is also William Wool ten, 
although only a stepson .of the old 
rancher of Hill's valley. 


According to the story which he tells, 


his mother married William Wootten 
in England more than thirty ySare ago, 
ond soon afterwards, when the excite- 
ment of California became too great to 
be withstood, she gave her husband a 
Ian*e sum of money and sent him to the 
new world to make his fortune. Wootten 
considered this money aa borrowed 
from his wife, and not as a gift, and he 
accordingly paid interest at from 3 to 
C per cent a year, and regularly sent 
the money to his wife in England for 
many years, and finally quit. No ex- 
planation is given of why he never re- 
turned to England, or why his wife did 
not join bim here. But the man who 
has now come to claim the estate say! 
he baa documents to prove all he says. 
Among these documents is a will by 
which Wootten bequeaths to hia wife 
all his worldly possessions. This will is 
to be offered for probate in the courts 
of Fresno and Tutare county. 


William Wootton, who has just ar- 


rived here, is 37 years old, and ia in ap- 
pearance a typical Englishman. He re- 
sented as a grand insult a suggestion 
that rich men who die and leave no 
heirs to their estates, eoon have plenty 
of heirs claiming to be children aud 
wives. While he was talking to a re- 
porter a man stepped up and made this 
suggestion. Wootton denounced it in 
the most emphatic terms, aud said that 
there were no doubt many impostors in 
America, but he was not one of them, 
and would see to it that he got his 
rights. With that he turned upon his 
heel and walked away, refusing to say 
another word, and leaving his story only 
lalf told. Later in the evening alt effort 
:o find him at the hotels was unttvail- 
ug. If he was registered at any of the 
eading hotels it wag under some other 
name. 


Who he is and what he is will be mat- 


,ers 
for conjecture. People will have 


lave opinions, and if the general opin- 
on should be that he is no heir of Woot- 
en, but ia an adventurer, the opinion 
would be justified by the history of the 
squabbles over the estates of other rich 
nen in this country who died without 
amilies, but Immediately after death 
liad plenty of kin folks. 


About three months ago Mark Wal- 


Ber, who was at that time an attorney 
employed in the interest of Wootton'a 
>rother in England, received a letter 
rom New Albany, Indiana, which 
seems to intimate that some one would 
appear on the scene about this time to 
claim the estate. The letter was signed 
by a man giving his name as Wootton, 
who gave a half mythical account of the 
coming . of . William Wootton to this 
conn try from England long'ago. The 
writer claims that he is one of tUe heirs 
o the Wootton estate, and states that 
hie older brother will no doubt soon ar- 
rive from England to look after it. 


Perhaps the late arrival is that "older 


>rother." At any rate, if an effort is 
made to establish a claim to the Woot- 
on estate it will but add one clement 
more to a dispute and contention which 
already ia drifting into more complexity 


ither than approaching a clearing up.

s political warfare ever afterwards 


oetwecn the Whigs and Democrats, and 
iaa been waged with unabated vigor 
,jwn to the present time; the trade 
id busiiieas of the country rising and 
Iling, progressing c-r retrograding on

abort review of our past history and 
xperience, compoaing periods of prc- 
ction and free trade may prove of in- 
reatat the present time.

: tbe world." In 1833 the enemies cf 
rotection again rallied, and led by the 
eiaocratic party, secured control of 
onereaa, and from this time until 1842 
e had a very low tariff. The result 
as that business everywhere declined, 
naucial depression followed, manufac- 
urers cloaed and the craah came in 1837, 
ne of the most disaatroua ever known, 
irrying in ita path wide spread deyaa- 
ation and ruin. The country went into 
quldation, thousands of laborers were 
die and their families suffering from 
want, while the products of oar farms 
went to waste for want of a market. In 
842 the "Whiga regained control of tbe 
-overnment, and passed a high tarifl 
ill. 
The result waa the financial 


loom passed sway, confidence was re- 
tored, business revived and factories 
nd other industries sprang up on every 
land. In 1844 Henry Clay and James 
1. Polk were the candidates of their re- 
pective parties for President. Through 
;he agency of a aeriea of unfortunate cir- 
umstances and the use of politica 
hicanery, the defeat of Clay was ac- 
omplished, aud Polk was elected under 
he cry of "Polk and Dalian, and the 
ariffof '42." 
No sooner did the Democrats come 


into power than they set to work to re- 


eal the tariff of '42 for which they hac 
ihonted so lustily, and they repeated i 
_n 1846, and substituted one of very low 
duties. From this time on until 180 
the Democrats had absolute sway.und 
we had an era of low tariff and free 
jade. Through a series of events from 
,846npto 1854, including a war with 
Mexico which put into circulation a 
arge amount of money expended fo 
anna, ammunition, etc., a famine in 
[reland which created a demand for ou 
aurplna grain, flour and other products 
the discovery of gold in California, anc1 
ibout the same time violent revolution 
broke out in several European coua 
tries; and following on tbe heela of thi 
caine the Crimean war between Eng 
land, France aad Italy on one side anc 
Russia on the other, creating a tremen 
doos demand for onr breadatuffs an 
other products; a halt waa called in tb 
downward couree of disaster that late 
on overtook ua. All these events con 
tributed to the prosperity of thJa coun- 
try, and operated to modify the effects 
of a free trade tariff for a time; but 1854 
brought these events to a close. 


Henceforth we were dependent on 


our own resources unaided by the mis- 
fortunes of other countries. Then it 
waa that we were brought to a full real- 
ization of the effects of a free trade 
tariff. About this lime President Bu- 
chanan said in his annual message to 
congress: "With unsurpassed plenty 
in all the productions and all the ele- 
ments of natural wealth, onr manufac- 


Hut a change came, and with it tame 


revolution and civil war. Oar country 
had become a seething mass of ferment 
and 
discontent; oppression was no 


longer to be tolerated. Free trade and 
slavery must go, but rather than sub- 
mit quietly to the inevitable, we were 
plunged into a civil war—one of the 
bloodiest that ever marked the page« of 
history. But protection triumphed, 
right prevailed, our trade and our mar- 
kets were once more onr own, and the 
English lord retired, no longer to do 
business at the old Btaud. 


Little more need be said. The restia 


freehin the minds of the people. Suf- 
fice it to say, however, that with the ad- 
vent of the Republican party into power, 
came protective tariff, and it came to 
stay. The results are apparent to all. 
History furnishes no parallel of auch un- 
exampled progress and prosperity as at- 
tended us down to a very recent date. 
One would think there could be no issue 
in this country on the question of tar- 
iff, hut atrauge to say that through aome 
unexplicable reason, there can always 
be found those ready to esoouse the 
cause of free trade, and lead people to 
believe that every political or social ill 
that government and governed are heir 
to arc the results of a protective tariff. 
There is a class of wellmeaning, but ill 
advised people that are always in a 
State of political flurry and uncertainly. 
To such the lightof truth shines brightly 
if they will but pause to consider. Will 
they vote for free trade or will thev en- 
roll under the banner of nrotection.

The cause for 
this is that Madera county ia no longer a 
part of Fresno, that the asaeBStnent ia 
lower than it was last year, there being 
a general reduction, and that the rate 
is lower. But the ac'nal reason for the 
smaller amount of money IB that the 
county expects to get along on less. The 
court calendars are nearly bare of caees. 
There are no expensive trials antici- 
pated, and there is clear Bailing ahead. 
The taxes on the railroada are not in- 
cluded in the above total. If the rail- 
roads arc assessed at $3,OOp,QOO,the taxes 
on this assessment will give something 
like $30,000 more to the county. The 
amount of taxea levied outside of Fresno 
and Selma is $338,751.89 ; inside of these 
towns $92,702.49.

Clem Stndebaker, 
one of the famous wagon manufacturers, 
also denies the charge, and Bays he does 
not know of any American manufac- 
turer who sells abroad for leas than at 
home. Mr. Studebaker aleo aays that 
hia firm makes a slight increase in price 
for goods that go abroad, because of ex- 
tra care required in their production.
